THE TRACY READINGS. 
AN IMPROVED STYLE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Brooxiry, Feb. 25.—Tracy’s maoner to-day 

was much more oratorical than his bearing of 
yesterday. He abandoned the hesitancy and 
monotonous intonation which impaired the effect 
of his éxordium, and spoke with downright 
passion when alluding to Tilton, Moulton, and 
their conspiracy. It was a manifest improvo- 
ment upon bis earlier behavior, and the audience, 
which was much smaller than usual, seemed 
more disposed to forgive the absence of all dra- 
matic surprise. His announcement that the de- 
tense had no other testimony to offer than 
Beecher’s own denial and a good record of thirty 
years’ standing has not astonished those who are 
at all familiar with his own and his associates” 
policy. Tracy managed to make 

THEEE on FOUB BLUNDERS 
in his speech, one of them being grave, and the 
others only ludicrous. He spoke, for instance. 
with unexpected force of the white-souled lady 
whom Tilton was persecuting, and turned to 
apostrophise Mrs. Tilton. The dramatic effect 
of the apostrophe was rather spoilt by the un- 
explained absence of the corpus delicti. 
Neither Mrs. Tilton nor any of the 
female police were in court ali day. 
Beecher seemed in surprising good 
humor. He smiled and chattered constantly, 
like a crowing child. To Tracy’s vehement 
declamation he evidently attached much im- 
portance, and emphasized a passage now and 
thea with a short and satisfied nod to one of the 
phalanx. Mrs. Beecher was also in good spirits, 
though she never speaks to her husband now-a- 
days, and s‘ares stonily in front of her, as if she 
were watching a ghost. Tilton did not attend in the 
afternoon, and none of his lawyers except Beach 
were present in court during the whole day. 
Fullerton declined to make one of Tracy's audi- 
ence. Pryor lies sick abed with diphtheria, aud 
Morriaremained in his office preparing testi- 
meny in rebuttal. On the other hand, all Beech- 
er's counsel were in their usual places. Porter 
rose once in a while to read authorities cited by 
Tracy in reference to the character of evidence 
competent in casesof this kind. He showed 
that he had lost none of his old solemnity, and 
soon transformed the auditory into a somnolent 
congregation. The poor old man’s dreary and 
pedantic style is a perpetual invitation to repose. 

THE GRAVEST MISTAKE 

made so far by Tracy was his violent assault 
upon Bowen. Hitherto Bowen has stood aloof 
from the contest because he had nothing to gain 
by speaking, apd each side was reluctant to call 
him lest he should tell too much. Tilton'scoun- 
sel subpanaed him, but kept him in reserve be- 
cause they knew that, instead of being neuiral, 
he was only impartial in his hostility. 
Tracy bas stigmatized him as a scoundrel and 
a conspirator, he cao have no object other than 
justification of himself at Beecher's expense, 
for the Tracy defiance meant nothing short of 2 
challenge from Beecher. Until to-day the in- 
genious way in which Beecher’s counsel have 
steered clear of Bowen bas been the admiration 
of their opponents, but the aseault of this morn- 
ing has given them unspeakable satisfaction. 
The speech dealt largely in generalities, and sug- 
gests a summing up, rather than the opening, of 
a case. The attack on Moulton was vague, and 
confined to invective instead of gaat 
tion.

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The failure of the Illinois House to act on 
the Interest bill which passed the Senate by 
an unanimous vote a fortnight ago, is seri- 
ously interfering with the loan market 
throughout the State. Our revenue laws 
deprive the people of much of the capital 
they need by levying a tax of 3 or 4 per cent 
ou the lender, which has to be paid by the 
borrower, and therefore discouraging the 
saving of money for investracnt.. Besides 
this, the ambiguity in the usury law, due 
wholly to the inadvertence of the compilers, 
as they themselves say, is now limiting the 
supply of loans te the scanty stock of unused 
money owned in Illinois. Of course, the di- 
minished supply sends up the rate of interest. 
The bill now before the House simply corrects 
the mistake of the compilers of the Revised 
Statutes. It should be passed forthwith. 


We trust the Legislature will pass the bill 
introduced providing for aninerease of Judges 
in the Superior Court of Cook County accord- 
ing to population, as authorized by the Con- 
stitution. The bill provides that one Judge 
shall be added for every 50,000 inhabitants 
over and above 400,000 in Cock County, as 
ascertained from the census, either State or 
National. This would only give us one 
Judge for the present, as we have more 
450,000 inhabitants but less than 500,000, 
and we shall not have even this one until after 
the taking of a census. The value of the 
bill, however, consists in the fact that, there- 
after, there will be a regular system for 
increasing the Judges as they shall become 
necessary. The only question is, whether 
the proposed increase is sufficiently large to 
relieve our courts of the serious pressure of 
business which they now suffer, butit is all the 
Constitution permits.

TWO NEW STATES. | 

The House bills proposing to admit Colora- 
do and New Mexico into the Union as States 
were amended in the Senate on Wednesday, 
and then passed asamended. As they passed 
the Senate, these bills provide that, within 
ninety days after the Ist of September, 1875, 
1 ion shall be issued ordering an 
election for members of the Convention to 
| frame a Constitution for the State, and that 
the election to ratify or reject the Constitution 
shall be held in July, 1876. If the Constitu- 
tions be ratified by the people they will be 
presented to Congress in Decemaber, 1876, 
and, if they should be acceptable to Congress, 
the States will be admitted in the winter af 
1876.7. Substantially, the actual admission 
of the States is postponed two years. The 
reasons for this postponement are, we think, 
correct. It will afford ample time for the 
people of each of the new States to frame a 
carefully and well considered Constitution. It 
removes the question of their admission from 
the excitement of the Presidential election, as 
neither State is to be admitted until after that 
election. To admit them before that dato 
would be to give to these States six votes for 
President, an injustice to the country hardly 
excusable. f 

These new States had in 1870 „ population 
as follows: New Mexico, 91,874, against 93,- 
616 in 1860; and Oolorado had 39,864, 
against $4,277 in 1860. It is proper, however, 
to any that between 1860 and 1870 a portion 
of New Meco was attached to the Territory 
of Arizona. It is claimed that since 1870 
the population of both Territories, especially 
Colorado, has largely increased. We suppose 
that New Mexico has about 100,000, aud 
Colorado, perhaps, 65,000. The vote of 
Colorado for Delegate to Congress last fall 
was 16,503, against 11,508 in 1870, which 
would indicate an increase of one-third, or 
20,000 inhabitants, between 1870 and 1874. 

The population required of an old State for 
a member of Congress is about 180, 000; these 
new States, in addition to having a member 
of Congress each, will have two Senators each, 
and six votes for President. 

While we insist that the incorporation of 
mere borough States is an abuse which ought 
not to be tolerated, the creation of these two 
borough States is perhaps but a fair offset to 
those which are permanently ¢stablished at 
the East and South, Among the Eastern 
States are Vermont, New Hampshire, and 
Rhode Island, Delaware, and Flerida. These 
five States have populations and Representa- 
tives as follows: |

So far from this 
being the case in the relations of the United 
States to foreign markets, our average con- 
sumption of the whole line of imports does 
not exceed Sor 10 per cent of the surplus 
commodities which other nations produce for 
sale. From some countries, such as Cubs 
and Canada, we purchase a large per cent 
of their surplus exportable products, while 
from others, like Russia or Austria, we buy 
but very little; while from countries like Ger- 
many, France, and England, we purchase 
about 5 or 6 per cent of the first named, 8 or 
10 of the second, and 14 or 16 of the latter 
of their stock of products which are sold 
abroad. Hence we could only affect the price 
of foreign goods at the point of production 4 
mall per cent at the most, and thie only by 
cutting off our importations altogether. But, 
in this case, we should not enjoy any of the 
benefit of the decline in price, since we would 
fail to buy anything, and our prices would 
conform to the amount of the supply at 
home. A prohibitory tariff is the pre 
cise opposite of free-trade.

ago, Pennsylvania got near enough prohibi- 
tion—which consists in telling nine men they 
shall not drink temperately in order to keop 
a tenth man from drinking intemperately—to 
adopt a “lotal-option” law, which allows 
subdivisions of the State, counties, cities, 
and townships to pass prohibitory laws on 
their own account, A bill to repeal this 
local-option measare has just passed the 
Pennsylvania House by more than a two- 
thirds majority,—128 to 56. Massachusetts 
has tried the policy of prohibition very fully 
and severely and with very poor results, for 
some years past. At last the nine 
men” have grown tired of interference with 
their tastes for the sake of forcing the tenth 
man to keep sober, and the House has 
dropped down to local-option. The Bay 
State will therefore soon take the position 
which the Keystone State is just about to 
abandon. After trying that awhile, it will 
probably follow the latter’s example, and 
abandon local-option too. Making men 
moral or abstinent by statute has not proven 
as successful as its advocates fondly hoped. 
Statutory prohibition is the good, lazy man’s 
scheme. It is difficult to persuade men to

THE ZAD6 JETTY BILL.

Wasnrneton, D. C., Feb. 25.—Tho Senate 
Committee on Transportation this afternoon 
considered the Bouse Esds Jet*y bill, aud do- 
cided to report it favorably to the Senate with 
some amendments.

OUTLINE OF THK INVESTIGATING COMMITIZES BE-

Wasninetor, D. C., Feb. 28.—Gen. Hurlbnt 
has prepared the report of the Vicksburg Ip. 
vestigating Committee, and will present it to- 
morrow to the full Committep for approval. The 
report is lengthy, and is méioly confined to a 
narrative statement of the massacre at Vicks- 
burg. This narrative shows, in ia 
very startling manner, tho spirit of 
lawlessness which prevails jn the South, and of 
which the Vicksburg massacre was but one map- 
ifestation; There were evifleoces of intimida- 
tion everywhere.

THE SOUTH SIDE GAS COMPANY. 
“ATTEMPTED LEGISLATION AGAINST A RIVAL. 
To the Kéitor of D Clacege Tribune: 

Curcaco, Feb. 25.—The ordinance proposed in 
the City Council by Ald. Clark, makiog it unlaw- 
ful for avy person, firm, or corporation to manu- 
fecture gas, for illummating purposes from au 
substance, or to ersct any building or reservoir 
for storing or holdiog any illuminating gas with- 
in the city limits of Chicago, withous first ob- 
taining permission of the Common Council, bas 
been referred to the Corporation Counsel [or le- 
gai approval. 

Now, at frst sight this ordinance might scem a 
wise protective measure for the purpose of 
placing the control of such matters in the Coun- 
cil, but the necessity or desirability of such an 
action does not appear to bave existed bereto- 
fore; as nothing in this direction has previously 
engaged the attention of this huporable body. 
The fact that other and cheaper processes then 
the one of manufacturing gas from coal have 
been discovered and are being verified for the in- 
formation and benefit of the public, bas excited 
thé ire of the Seath Side Gas Company, and the 
President of that Company, it is said, has express- 
ed an intention to extinguish the new Company 
recently formed in this city to develop the 
process of manufacturing gas from wood, on 
the ground that it was incerfering with the 
righis of the Gas Company ; and this ordinance, 
so edroitly framed, aud providing that no gas 
can be manufactured except by pe:mission of 
the Council, it is beheved, and it undoubtedly 
bas, emanated from the South Side Gas Com- 
pany, in ite well-known influence with the City 


Council. 
The Board of Public Works has the right un- 
der the existing ordinauces , to grant permi's 


tor auy use whaiever not conflicting with the or- 
dinances of the city. Now comes the South 
Side Gas Company, as it appeare, with an effort 
to secure special legislation on this particular 
subject, although the ordinance in question 
embodies several other points, such as the stor- 
age of coal-oil and its products, by way of a 
blind, aod attempis by this means to shut of 
all competition with their euterprise. 

Oo the same principle, any corporation or in- 
dividual engaged in 2 particular line of business 
might endeavor with equal right te obtain 
special legislation, to the ead that no other per- 
son could enter upon the same kind of business 
without special permission, The action aathor- 
ized to be taken by the Board of Public Works is 
general, aud. if the ordinance alluded to sheuld 
pase, the whole theory of general rigot to prose- 
cute any manufacturing bumness would be dis- 
turded. 

The subject of cheap artifcial light of _— 
and reliable quality is too important, and affects 
too greatly the interests of our all cit:zeus to be 
dealt with, thet no ferton can make ao exhibi- 
tion of a process for the manufacture of ilumi- 
nating gas without permission of the Gas Com- 
pan v expressed turough the Council. 

The works in process of erection near the Tre- 
mont House, and at which this proposed legis- 
lation is specially aimed, are simply for au at- 
tempt to verify the fact that a iixed and per- 
manent illuminating gas of high candle power 
cau be made and furnished for less than one- 
half the cost of coal-gas in Chicago, and the 
right to make such demonstration of their en-

In the case of James Irons vs. The Manufac- 
turers’ National Bank, recently filed for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a Receiver, Judge Blodgett 
yesteritlay delivered an interesting and important 
opinion on an entarely new point under the Na- 
tional Banking law. Tue facts will be found suf- 
ficiently set out in the opinion, which is given in
